quest. for information as to the newapapers ard periodicals to 
Which CIA subscribes, Mr, Flanagan then asked whether we would 
be willing to furnish the information on a classified basis, and 
I informed him that we would not. Mr. Flanagan stated that he 
would "pass this information on", In reply to his previous query 
as to whether he could talk with the CIA representative on the 
Cargo Subcommittee of EDAC » I informed him that CIA members on 
such groups were there to furnish factual information and not to 
enter into policy decisions, and that therefore we could mt inake 
our man available for questioning. He stated that this was all 
right, as the Committees had made other arrangements in connection 
with this inquiry,
